S.O. 830(E):-—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986 (29 of 1986) hereinafter referred to as the said Act, the Central Government hereby constitutes an Authority to be 
known as the Authority for Environmental Planning for Thane in the State of Maharashtra, consisting of the following 
members for a period of three months on and from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, namely :— 

(1) Secretary, Chair-person 

Government of Maharashtra, Department of Environment, Mumbai, 

(2) Secretary, 

Government of Maharashtra, Department of Industries, Mumbai. 

(3) Secretary, Member 

Government of Maharashtra, Department of Urban Development, 

Mumbai, 

(4) Secretary, Member 

Government of Maharashtra, Department of Housing, Mumbai, 

(5) Municipal Commissioner, Member 

Thane Municipal Corporation, Thane. 

(6) Collector and District Magistrate, Member 

Thane. i . 

(7) Member-Secretary, Member-Secretary 

Maharashtra Pollution Control Board, Mumbai. ’ t 

2. The Authority shall exercise the following powers and perform the following functions, namely :— 
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(i) exercise of powers under section 5 of the said Act for issuing directions and for taking measures with respect to 
matters referred to in clauses (v), (vi), (vii), (viii), (x) & (xiii) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of the said Act for 
complying with the orders of the Supreme Court dated September 9, 1996 in Civil Appeal No. 7086 of 1994-F.B. 
Taraporawala and others vs. Bayer India Ltd. and Others; 

(ii> to assess the environmental impact of the industries in Thane and any appurtenant area of relevance to be demar¬ 
cated by the Authority, for the purpose of environmental planning and for determining the future course of action 
including relocation of industries with the objective of attaining sustainable development in the area; 

(iii) to comply with the orders issued by the Bombay High Court and the Supreme Court from time to time.

3. The Authority shall have its jurisdiction over Thhne district in the State of Maharashtra and any appurtenant area of 
relevance to be demarcated by the Authority. 

4. The Authority may co-opt or invite such experts as may be deemed necessary for its effective working. 

5. The Authority shall furnish a progress report about its activities at least once per month to the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

6. The Authority shall furnish its final report within three months to the Central Government in the Ministry of Envi¬ 
ronment and Forests. 

7. The Authority shall have its headquarters at Mumbai in the Department of Environment, Government of Maharashtra. 
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
